.. Fairs at night has been absent this 


year. Perfect Indian Summer weath- 
er has prevailed and this undoubted- 
ly is a factor in the large attendance. 
At the same time it is doubtful if the 
actual receipts by the Fair Associa- 
tion will be much in excess of those 
of last year. 
President A. D. Star- 


ling who keeps a close watch on the

The next amendment should be one 
providing for direct choice of presi- 
dent and vice president by the elec- 
torate. 


Under the present system of choos- 


ing president and vice president, th» 
voters indicate by their ballots choice 
of party, but they have no legal as- 
surance 
that 
the 
electors 
whose 


names appear on the ballot will vote 
for the candidates of their choice. 


Whatever obligation rests upon the 


electors receiving a pluiality of votes 
in any state is moral only. There is 
nothing in the constitution making it 
mandatory that they shall support 
the candidates on the ticket upon 
which the electors were chosen. 


It is true that little confusion has 


from this ability of any elector 


to vote against the candidate of his 
party, although in a number of cases 
the electoral vote of a state has been 
divided, nacl m a. close contest in the 
electoral college a fe\\ electors migiht 
defeat the will of the plurality party 
by voting contrary to expectations. 


A candidate for preesident may re- 


ceive a plurality of the votes of the 
people, yet fail to obtain a plurality 
m the electoral college, which would 
seem to be contrary to the principal 
that a majority should be accepted as 
expressing the will of the nation. Un- 
der the direct ballot, the plurality of 
voters would determine the choice. 


The 
constitution of 
the United 


States provides for the federal sys- 
tem — the expression oi the will of the 
people through their representatives. 
That is seen in the selection of mem- 
bers to congress and to the state leg- 
islatures. who represent specified dis- 
tricts of the nation. The selection of 
senators by popular vote was a step 
from the federal system' toward a 
democracy, where the voters make 
direct choice. 
The same method, if 


applieed to the presidency, 
would 


still further depart from the federal 
system and make the will of the
